MIGHTY NEW DRIVES 
READY DE LAUNCHE 
IN NORTHERN AFRICA 


MOROCCO RADIO REPORTS 
NEW ATTACKS BY ALLIES 
ALREADY OPENED 


LONDON, Dec. 10. 
Allied forces apparently 


were set today to launch 
mighty new drives against 
the Axis in North Africa at 
any moment in both Libya 
and Tunisia, under formid- 
able and ever-growing air 
power. 


Reports by the Morocco radio 
that the Americans and British al- 
ready had sprung anew to the at- 
tack on both sides of the axis' nar- 
rowing last foothold on the Medi- 
terranean's African shore appar- 
ently were premature. 


Advices from Tunisia, however, 


indicated that the allies there no 
longer were hampered by the pinch 
for air support and that the crucial 
battle for the last 20 miles, the 
approaches to Bizerte and Tunis, 
might explode at any moment. 
', A communique from allied head- 
quarters in North Africa said there 
was little activity except patrolling 
in the forward areas yesterday be- 
cause of rain which 
has 
made 


rj'iucn of the terrain Impassable.

•\ On the opposite side of Africa, a 
British communique said the Eigh- 
th Army was "allowing the enemy 
no rest In the El Agheila area."

*C your exact needs. If you receiv- 
ed less than the demands of your 
occupation require tho revision will 
be made upward, If you are one 
of those whose application has been 
rejected and can show where the 
board erred, your requirements will 
be filled." 


Wright also asked car owners to 


take note of the fact that when 
they ask for and are granted sup- 
plemental ration coupons, they lose 
all but 90 miles monthly of their 
basic A driving privileges. 


He gave the following example: 


"If your monthly driving to and 
from y«i)r home to your work aver- 
ages 470 miles your supplemental 
ration will be good for but 320 of 
those miles. The remaining miles 
will have to come from your A 
book 
leaving 
you but 90 mllea 


COASTAL BASE OF 
GONA ON NEW GUINEA 
TAKEN FROM ENEMY 


INVADERS CROWDED 
INTO NARROWING DEATH 
TRAP AT BUNA 


(By the Associated Press.) 
American and Australian 


troops who learned jungle 
fighting in the wilds of New 
Guinea and beat the Japan- 
ese at their own game have 
occupied the Gona coastal 
base of the invaders and 
crowded their remnant into 
a narrowing death trap at Buna, 
12 miles to the south. 


The announcement 
was 
made 


today 
by Prime 
Minister 
John 


Curtln of Australia who said Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur took to the 
field himself to direct this first 
cleanup in his campaign of ven- 
geance for Bataan. 


Gona, on the northeast coast of 


New Guinea, was seized by the 
Japanese four and a half months 
ago. From it they once drove over 
the Owen Stanley Mountains to 
within 32 miles of Port Morseby 
in a determined attempt to win 
that Jumping-off 
point for inva- 


sion of Northern Australia. 


Now all that remains of that 


ambitious effort la the beachhead 
at Buna, flanked on both sides by 
Allied penetrations to the sea and 
pressed back almost to the settle- 
ment. 


With their sea-borne reinforce- 


ments beaten off by Allied bomb- 
ers, the Japanese had made one 
last effort to break out of the 
trap at Gona. Their night attack 
was stopped cold, and the last of 
their resistance collapsed. 


Allied headquarters, meanwhile, 


added another chapter 
to 
the 


lengthening accounts of the ex- 
ploits of America's heavily arm- 
ed long range bombers. 


It -reported that' Flj 
resses 
and 
Liberator 
bombers 


clashed in a furious aerial duel 
with Japanese fighter planes off 
the coast of New Britain. When 
the fight was over, the bombers— 
without a single loss—had knock- 
ed down 10 of the enemy planes 
and so greatly damaged four oth- 
ers that they probably were un- 
able to reach base. 


GEN. KURT ZEITZLER 
PROTEGE OF HI 
NAZI CHIEF OF STAFF 


LONDON, Dec. 10.—<;P}—General 


Kurt Zeitzler, a reputed protege of 
nazi gestapo chief, Helnrtch Hlmm- 
ler, has been named by Adolf Hit 
ler as chief of the German general 
a'aff, the Berlin radio disclosed to- 
day, 


Zeitzler, 47, who has 
jumped 


from the rank of Colonel at the 
start of the war to one of the high- 
est military,posts In Germany, suc- 
ceeds the veteran general, Franz 
Von Haider. 


London sources said the appoint- 


ment could be expected to displease 
the older generals over 
whose 


heads the newcomer has rocketed 
• c> power. 


They expressed belief that Zietz- 


Icr had been chosen primarily as a 
"yes man" for Hitler and because 
ot his youth, ardent nazllsm and 
freedom from the Junkers tradi- 
tion. 


Haider was reported to have been 


offered command" of the operation- 
al division over the German gen- 
eral staff under Zletzler, who is at 
least 10 years his junior, but it was 
not known that he had accepted. 


Zeitzler served as a volunteer 


throughout the first world war, 
with the rank of second lieutenant 
was discharged as a Urst lieuten- 
ant and reactivated in 1926 ns a 
captain. 


He became a major In 1934, a 


colonel In 1935, a major general 
earlier this year and now has been 
made a full general.

this decisive battle of Libya repre- 
sents one of his proudest contribu- 
tions to the victory which the 
UntU4 N&U0Q4 ftj» building.

»ponslhility to the Farm Security 
Administration, from Secretary of 
Agriculture Claude Wlckard, waH 
reviewed by Lennox O. Wright, ru- 
ral supervisor and Mrs.Irene E 
Deuproc, Home Management Su- 
pervisor, of the local F. S. A. of- 
fice.Secretary Wlckard has charged 
the F. S. A. "with the responsibili- 
ty for bringing into full production 
the manpower and resources of all 
farm operators who are unable tr, 
achieve their full output through 
tlieir own efforts or through nor- 
mal channels of assistance." 


Heretofore, the program of the 
F.irm Security Administration has 
had as Its chief objective the re 
habilitation of '.ow-lnrome 
farm 


families by means of loans for 
the purchase of farming tools and 
equipment, teams, cows, hogs, poul- 
try, etc., sufficient 
to establish 
these families In the business of 
farming. In addition to these loans 
farm and homo management plants 
•were made with each family where- 
by they could accomplish 
most 


Jrom their efforts and investments. 
Supervisory visits are made to these 
families during the year, for the 
purpose of assisting them In car- 
rying out their farm and home 
plans, and to make further plans 
for future years. 
Due to war demands, the 1943 
program differs to that of the past. 
In that the chief objective of 
the 


organization at present is "all out 
food production." with rehabilita- 
tion as a secondary goal.
